1579 stores will bear an Identifica­ 
tion mark and it. will be unlawful 
for any license holder "directly or 
indirectly to have in his posses­ 
sion for 
sale any liquor 
purchased 
at retail." 
Licensees, who get their supplies 
in wholesale lots at a discount, are 
sharing in available liquor stocks 
on the same ratio as their purchases 
a year ago. 
Two thirds of a store's 
stock is available to retailers and 
the rest to individuals
